Newly added claims constitute new issues. Contrary to the Applicant's remarks, new claim 20 is not the original claim 13 rewritten in 
independent form, since the claim does not recite some of the limitations of the original claim 13. For example, claim does not recite that 
the guide "being inserted together with the switching mechanism into the cavity" as recited in claim 13.
